But let the Reader 
peruſe that Book of mine, ſtiled, The Quakers Detetted, &c. p. 5. and there 
he fhall find me far enough from confelling to their then preſent DoCtrine, 
Praftice, Deportment, and Converſation z for my words are theſe, Thus 
have they, by theiy late Doftrin eand Example, rendred their ancient Dotrine 
and Example a meer decoy to catch ſimple Souls by ; and being once caught, it i 
altogether in vain to plead the ſufficiency of the Light of Chrsſt 10 lead, teach, and 
Guide, NN, no, the Church now have given forth Rules and Laws, and outwar| 
Dire#ories; and by virtue of her Apoſtslical Authority ſhe impoſes the obſervation 
of them upon her Members, whether they believe that what ſhe impoſes be a dy 
incumbent upon them, yea, or nay, &c. Which ſhews clearly that th6 1 did fet 
forth what "they held in the beginning ; yet in that Book [| made it appear 
that they tanght the contrary now. And what tho Rome was oncea Glorious 
Church, endued with ſound Doftrine, and many other excellent Ornaments; 
yet by her Innovations, and miſchievous Impoſitions, ſhe is juſtly deſerted 
and deteCted, and1left to bewail her Widow-hood and loſs of Children ; & 
that there is a great difference betwixt my ſaying, /» the beginning they taught 
ſound Dotrine, &c. and ſaying the fame now, when 'tis apparent they teach 
the contrary : O how fallacious are they ! Thus have they dealt by mein 
great part of their Anſwer 5 which fiace they are aſhamed to own, I ſhall 
take theleſs notice of it. Sure their Cauſe begins to flag, and their high 
boaſting is come to a low ebb, who are forced to uſe ſuch tricks'and ſhams, 
to-uphold their totrering Kingdom, &c.

IN the beginning they taught that, all Men were eglightened,; according 
I to John 1..9. and har the light wherewith Chriſt had enlightened then 
was ſufficient, if obeyed, to lead to Salvatian, without the help of outward 
Rules, Laws, and Directories of Mens preſcribing 

But now they teach the contrary, as, appears by their new.. Directory 
madeat a General Council. held at Zondos,,6 75, wherein they have.declared 
all. People out of the unity. of Chyiſt's Church, and. arder of the, Goſpel, 
who ſhall either direttly or indireQly diſcountenance Women's. Meeting), 
as at large ſet forth in my Book, De Cbr.

N the begining they taught that to impoſe any thing upon another Man's

And R. Hubberthors Works, p. 188, of 
But now they impoſe on each others Conſciences, both todo and praCtice;

chargeable: But now they are grown Great and High, and inſtead of 4 
ao BY plain grey cloth coat and ſhort hair, they are now clothed with the finelt of 
", Wh the Fleece, the beſt of. hair Camlets, well fet Perriwigs ; inſtead of going 
"- I on foot they generally have the beſt Horſes they.can get, yea ſome of them 
have their Corches, Calaſhes, Foot-boys, and Servants to attend them 
and inſtead of cold water thebeſt of Spirits, ask Sreph. Criſp elſe, and other 
oltly accommodations. Concerning, which one called a Quaker formerly 
writ this, 4h! how did their Countenances and Garments ſute withtheir Preach- 
ing of the Croſs of Feſus ? and very many were brought by their Miniſtry out of rith 
theatbing : . But Behold a wonder ! theſe Miniſters in @ ſhort ſpace $o# into the 
cb habits; to wit, Beaver Hats, Camlet Cloaks, the fineſt of the cloth, ed - 
nourro the Merchants of the City, &c. Spirit of the Hat, p. 28, 29. $ it 
plain that their deportment is changed, and by their praCtices do not now

N the beginning they taught chat-nothing amongſt them, as a People in 
their Chriſtian Society, ſhould be recorded for Money, but freely. 4 
free People, and in love ſerve one another. Geo. Fox's Order for Marriave, 
printed 1650. See allo my Book, [nnocency vindicated, and Envy ribukea, 
&c. P. 3- 

And alſo that.it was a breach of Chriſt's command to take Money for 
Preaching z and under this notion exclaimed bitcerly againſt the Presbyte. 
rians for their Baſon and Platter, (in which ic ſeems they received their 
hearers Benevolence:) And likewiſe againſt the publick Preachers for their 
ſettled maintenance, as Tychs, and the like, calling them Hirelings, greedy 
dumb Dogs, Witches, Conjurers, Devils, and what not, which might req- 
der them odious, and beget prejudice in the People againſt them, &c. 

But now they can take 5ol. per Anmum. 301. for writing a Manuſcript of 
5 Or 6 ſheets to teach Children, which a publick Preacher will do as much, 
and to a much better purpoſe, for 205. Now they can take 124. for writ. 
ing a Marriage Certificate. And tho G.W. ſays they doanot Preach for Mo. 
ney; yetl ſay their Miniſters take Money for Preaching, which is Equivz 
lent. See more of this nature in Battering Rams, p. 13, 14. Beſides many 
other gifts which are given and received privately, or elſe it would quite 
= their pretenſions, to do all things freely, to write, ſuffer, and preach

The V. Article againſt their Pzactice and Depoztment. 


TN the beginning they taught that to reſpeCt Perſons was to commit Sin, 
and he that fined was of the Devil: And how can ye believe (faid they) 

who receive honour one of anoiher ? 
_- But now they receive Honour of their Servants and Apprentices. | knes 
a'young, Man who was to be an Apprentice with S. Duncon who uſed 
many words with the youth to ſtand without his Hat, and to give him that 
reſpe& (tho he himſelf would not put off his Hat to the King) as that the 
young Man fell a crying, and would not ſtay, chiefly on that account. I could 
tell you of the aCtions of E.W. and divers others, who though they would 
give no reſpe@, yet they would exaCt it of their Servants, and other theit 
Inferionrs. Some of them begin to Conju and Bow ; but muſt not put off che 
Hat, that being one main ſubject of their Religion ; yet the'll receive ho- 
nonr not only from others, but from one another too; and ſuch honour as 
no 
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xo other meoyee, unleſs their Elder SiFer, ever gave or received: One in- 
ſtance thereof I may recite, which is taken out of ſome Letters ſent to G., F, 
in his life-time, asat larggin Batrering Rams, p. 28, 29. viz. * Dear G. Fox 
«who art the Father of mally Nations,whoſe Life hath reached thron ghus thy 
6 Children :—— Whoſe Being ans #labitation is in the power of the Richeſt, 
tin which thou Rules and Governs in Righteouſneſs, and thy Kingdom is 
teftabliſhed in Peace, and the increaſe thereof is without end.— Joſcah Coal. 
© Dearand precious One, in whom my life is bound up, and my ſtrength in 
«thee ſtands : By thy breathings lam nouriſhed, by thee my ſtrength is rc- 
Enewed ; bleſſed art thou for evermore ; Life and Strength comes from thee; 
© Holy One.— Daily do | find thy Prefence with me; for I cannot reign bur 
*in thy Preſence and Power. Pray for ns all ; pray for me, that | may ſtand 
tinthy Dread for evermore: | am thine, begotten and nouriſhed by thee, 
:ndin thy Power am prelerved. Glory tothee, Holy One, for cyer, &c,

This is ſo notorious, that I expefted they would have condemned ſuch 


| [dolatrous and Blaſphemous Names and Titles given tc any Man ; eſpecially 


ſuch as they, who ſay that the very ReſpeCting Perſons is commirting fin ; 
and that the very putting off the Hat, (which is only a civil reſpect,) to be 
one of the greateſt Crimes. 

But inſtead of that G. W. hath this paſſage in his Innocency againſt Envy, 
p. 18, *And as to his charge of Idolatries if not Blaſphemous Names and 
(Titles, given to G, Fox. — How proves he they gave and intended thoſe 
Names and Titles to the Perſon of G. Fox, and not to the lite of Chriſt in 
{kim, whereof he was a partaker, &c. 

Now here is a Riddle, | confeſs : But ſince G. W. would excuſe the Perſon 
of G, Fox, and have the World believe that thoſe Prayers were given, and 
Titles attributed to the life of Chriſt in himz I would ask him, whether ir 
be conſiſtent with the Chriſtian Religion, to pray to the Life of Chriſt in 
6, Whitehead, T. Rudyard, Steph. Criſp, Rob. Sandiland, Sam. Cater, G. Smith, 
or Fohn Tyſoe, and others as eminent of your Tribe, ſince you are all en- 
lightened 3 and that if Chriſt be not in you, you are Reprobates; and Re. 
probate Silver you are loth to be called ; though | think there is no worſe 
Coin in any Society in England; I ſay, the Queſtion 1 ask G.W. is, Whether 
itbe proper to pray to the life of Chriſt in any of the forenarned Perſons ? 
If youſay nay, but to the Life of Chriſt in G. F, only ; then, Whether you 
did not Deifie and Adore him above what was meet? Well, but if you gran 
it proper to pray to the Life of Chriſt in G. F. while living, then | wou!d 
ſtill Quere of G, W. (who I ſuppoſe ſucceeds him in the Chair, or he would 
never excuſe or juſtifie ſuch manifeſt Idolatry and Blaſphemr,) Whether it 
be not ſtill proper to pray to the Life of Thrift that was i1 G. Fox while 
living ? For though the Perſon of G. F. be dezd ; yet | ſuppoie you conclude 
the Life of Chriſt (to which you Dream theſe Prayers were offered) does 
not die, Come, anſwer theſe things, do not <£quivocate, but be plain, 
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withont your cunning Evations, Quibbles, and Jeſuitical Reſerves, thay 
we may underſtand your Principles concerning them which if true ang 
found, we may juſtifie you; but if falſe and erroneous, that we may batter 
you out of your ſtrong Holds, and Dens, and lucKiog Places, where you lie 
ſculking to deceive the ſimple. 

And ſeeing G. F. in his life-time did not put forth a Paper to condemn the 
ſaid Idolatrous Practices, and Deifying Adorations, but received and owned 
them; yet if G. W. and other of your Miniſters would now do it, viz, 
Firſt, as not having unity with G, F's owning and embracing ſuch Titles; 
and, Secondly, utterly condemn and cenſure the ſaid Idolatrous Titles, &, 
it-would give great fatisfaCtion to. the World.

Hey ſometimes taught that refleting upon Perſons was a mark of 1 
T falſe Prophet ;. and that reflefting upon Perſons was never the way to 
beget to God. G. F's Great Myſtery, &c. p. 237. And that to call Names for 
Religion were no Chriſtians of Chriſt's making. See W, Penws Addreſs t 
Proteſtants, &C. P. 2:42. 

Now that it may appear that you teach one thing, and praftice con. 
trary thereunto, I ſhall be the larger upon this head, ſince calling of Name 
ſeems to have been a principal Pillar in your Building, and as natural to your 
Temper as Meat and Drink, as I could ſufficiently make appear if 1 woul 
examine your many conteſts, both withthe Epiſcopalians, Presbyterians, lt. 
dependents, and Baptiſts: And laſt of all with ſuch-as have ſeparated fron 
you upon ſight of your manifold Errors but | ſhall keep to 3 or 4 ofthe 
moſt eminent inſtances of your Genuine Temper, that the World may ſe: 
you can as well give the moſt curſed Names and black CharaCters to ſuch 2s 
oppoſe you, as well as to aſcribe Divine Attributes to the. Chief among! 


ou. 
: For the firſt ſee your Book, ſtiled, T7wth's Defence, wherein you called 
Mr. Camelford (a Miniſter) theſe Names, (in your Anſwers to his Queries,) 
viz. Scarlet-colaured Beaſt, filthy Beaſt, Impudent and Brazen-faced, Slanderou 
Beaft, Painted Beaſt, Thou art damned. openly. I charge thee to be a Witch i 
bewitch the People. Brazen: faced thou art, for thouart a Beaſt, Thou blind Si, 
Thou dark Sort, &c.

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Second Inſtance is in Ed. Burrough's Anſwer to one Mr. Bennet, who pro- 
pounded ſome Queries, as at = in his Works, Ps 293 39, 31. whom you 
call thus, viz. 4 Reprobate, A Child of Darkneſs thou art: — The Light con. 
demns thee, and all thy Generation eternally ;, we witneſs thee and thy Generation to 
be in the Witchcraft and Sorcery ;, thou art Darkpeſs it ſelf, thou Reprobate, —
